'Corn and meat scrap have given 
practically as good returns as a ration 
of corn, wheat, oats, bran, middlings, 
oilmeal and meat scrap. The hens fed 
the simple ration had access to self- 
feeding hoppers containing a dry mash 
made of eight parts of ground corn 
and five parts of meat scrap analyzing 
50 per cent protein. 
They received 


;wice as much corn, fed in equal por- 
tions in the litter twice dally, as they 
consumed of the mash, and also had 
grit and oyster shells. 


The hens fed the variety ration laid

~~ That the Wss of life was not'heavier 
considering^he almost immediate sink- 
ing of the Antilles is declared by ex- 
perts to be due solely to the fact that 
she was in a fleet of ships and that 
the fast convoying destroyers could 
immediately rush to the rescue and 
pick up many of the men from the 
water.
